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The  Joint  Subcoranittee  on  Fish  and  Game  held 

its  final  meeting  of  the  interim  on 

October  14.   The  meeting  was  primarily  a  work 

session  to  develop  the  Committee's  final 

report. 

A  contingent  from  Cooke  City  testified  that 
the  "bear. problems"  being  reported  in  their 
city  were  not  very  significant.   They  re- 
quested more  cooperation  from  the  Department 
of  Fish,  Wildlife,  and  Parks. 

The  Committee  made  several  formal  "findings" 
regarding  the  Department's  staffing,  manage- 
ment and  land  acquisition  policies.   A 
recommendation  to  increase  the  number  of 
wardens  to  95  was  adopted.   Bill  drafts  to  be 
included  in  the  report  pertain  to  amending 
the  statutes  regulating  outfitters,  and  to 
amending  the  code  sections  restricting  Fish, 
Wildlife,  and  Parks  employees  from  testifying 
before  the  Legislature. 

The  final  report  should  be  available  in 
December. 


BUSINESS 

RECOMMENDATIONS      October  was  an  active  month  for  the  Joint 
SET  IN  OCTOBER       Subcommittee  on  Business.   It  co-sponsored 
MEETING  the  Forum  on  Environmental  Regulation  and  the 

Economy  with  the  EQC  on  October  4  and  5.   The 
Forum  was  very  productive  and  quite  a  suc- 
cess. 


The  Committee  also  held  its  final  meeting  on 
October  6  in  Helena.   Contents  and  format  for 
the  final  report  were  the  main  order  of 
business.   The  Committee  adopted  about  a 


dozen  recommendations,  a  bill  to  require  the 
filing  of  water  rights  on  the  Missouri  River, 
a  bill  amending  code  sections  to  protect 
investors  and  developers  from  changing 
regulations,  and  a  resolution  requesting  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to 
emphasize  economics  in  the  high  school 
curriculum. 

The  final  report  will  be  available  in  Decem- 
ber. 


HUMAN  SERVICES 


OCTOBER  13 
MEETING  HELD: 
FINAL  RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS SET 


The  Subcommittee  on  Human  Services  met  on 
October  13.   The  Subcommittee  made  final 
recommendations  for  legislation  which  will 
centralize  authority  for  residential  services 
to  youth  in  the  Department  of  Social  and 
Rehabilitation  Services.   The  Subcommittee 
also  decided  to  send  Dr.  Vandiver's  survey  of 
the  management  and  services  of  the  Department 
of  Institutions  to  the  48th  Legislature 
without  any  Subcommittee  recommendations. 


FINAL  MEETING

JUDICIARY 

On  Saturday,  November  13,  the  Subcommittee  on 
Judiciary  will  conclude  its  17-month  study  on 
appellate  delay,  the  district  courts,  and  the 
delivery  of  indigent  defense  and 
prosecutorial  services  in  Montana.  This 
final  meeting  will  begin  at  9:00  a.m.  in  Room 
104  of  the  State  Capitol. 

Agenda  items  for  the  November  meeting  include 
final  action  on  legislation: 

—  Limiting  appellate  review  by  the  Supreme 
Court; 

—  Requiring  the  training  coordinator  for 
county  attorneys  to  prepare  a  checklist  of 
legal  errors  or  objections  for  use  by  pros- 
ecutors and  defense  counsel; 

—  Revising  provisions  concerning  the  dis- 
trict court  grant  program; 


--  Implementing  the  judicial  redistricting 
plan  adopted  by  the  Subcommittee  in  Septem- 
ber; 


—  Requiring  the  state  to  assist  counties  in 
the  payment  of  salaries  for  deputy  county 
attorneys; 

—  Prohibiting  the  termination  of  a  deputy 
county  attorney's  employment  except  for 
cause;  and 

—  Permitting  a  death  row  inmate  to  be 
confined  at  the  state  prison  at  state  expense 
pending  execution. 


TASK  FORCE  ON  CORRECTIONS 

NUMEROUS  The  Factfinding  Task  Force  on  Corrections 

MEETINGS  HELD        has  met  and  plans  to  meet  several  times.   The 
group  is  working  toward  an  adult  corrections 
action  plan  for  the  next  Legislature. 

For  planning  purposes,  the  Task  Force  has 
concluded  that  the  system  population  in  1985 
will  be  900,  15%  maximum  security,  50%  medium 
security,  and  35%  minimum  security.   Further 
decisions  as  to  facilities  and  program  needs 
will  be  made  in  coming  weeks. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  CODE  COMMITTEE 


NOVEMBER  17-18 
DATES  SET 


A  two-day  meeting  of  the  Administrative  Code 
Committee  has  been  scheduled  for  November  17 
and  18,  1982,  immediately  preceding  the 
Legislative  Orientation  session  and  party 
caucuses . 


Among  items  on  the  Committee's  agenda  is  the 
final  consideration  of  several  bill  drafts, 
including  bills  requiring  separate  grants  of 
rulemaking  authority  whenever  the  duties  of 
executive  branch  agencies  are  enlarged,  a 
bill  requiring  Committee  review  of  all  rules 
adopted  prior  to  the  creation  of  the  Adminis- 
trative Code  Committee  in  1975,  a  bill 
clarifying  when  a  poll  may  be  taken  of  the 
Legislature  to  determine  legislative  intent, 
and  a  bill  draft  to  require  agencies  to 
demonstrate,  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  validi- 
ty of  the  rule,  that  a  rule  is  reasonably 
necessarv. 


The  Committee  will  also  hear  the  results  of  a 
study  conducted  by  Committee  staff  reviewing 
those  Montana  statutes  requiring  rules  to  be 


adopted  by  executive  agencies  but  for  which 
no  rules  have  been  adopted.   The  Committee 
will  also  hear  a  staff  report  comparing  the 
rulemaking  provision  of  the  Montana  Adminis- 
trative Procedure  Act  to  similar  provisions 
of  the  Model  Administrative  Procedure  Act  of 
1981,  and  a  staff  review  of  rulemaking 
statutes  planned  to  be  amended  by  executive 
branch  agencies  in  the  upcoming  legislative 
session. 

Finally,  the  Committee  will  hear  reports  on 
the  status  of  proposed  changes  in  solid  waste 
and  certificate  of  need  rules,  as  well  as 
presentations  by  persons  interested  in  rules 
recently  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Morticians. 
Those  rules  proposed  by  various  executive 
branch  agencies  in  Issues  16  through  19  of 
the  1982  Montana  Administrative  Register  will 
also  be  reviewed  by  the  Committee.
